PEARL HARBOR TRAGEDY 


Three Lived 16 Days, 
Died In Sunken Ship 


WASHINGTON (IIP!) — The 
date was Dec. 8, 1941. The 
place, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 
The setting was deep inside the 
sunken battleship West Vir­ 
ginia. 


T hree men were trapped in 
a compartment, untouched by 
the bombs and fire that ravag­ 
ed the vessel and sent it to the 


floor of the harbor in the Jap­ 
anese attack the previous day. 
The sailors were spending 
the second of what was to be 16 
days of a fruitless struggle to 
live. They breathed from an air 
bubble in the sealed storeroom. 
They fed on emergency rations. 
They tapped a freshwater tank 
for drink. 


What they thought, what 
they hoped, was buried with 
them in the familiar surround­ 
ings where they had lived and 
worked until the surprise at­ 
tack. The only chronicle of 
their final days before suffoca­ 
tion was a calendar—a check­ 
mark on each date from Dec. 7 
to Dec. 23. 


The Navy yesterday removed 
the„ secrecy stamp from two 
pages of a nine-page document 
dated June 15, 1942, which de­ 
scribed the recovery of 70 bod­ 
ies from the ill-fated West Vir­ 
ginia during salvage operations.

Picket lines thrown around 
farms in the Central Valle^ 
in recent months dramatized 
the gathering battle over la­ 
bor’s attempts to put the 
workers under contract. 
And senate committee hear­ 
ings into the needy children 
program—under perennial at­ 
tack — have brought insistent 
demands for reforms to elimi­ 
nate fraud and cut ever-increas­ 
ing costs. 
Union leaders have made it

farm workers when crops be­ 
gin to ripen in the fields and 
orchads next year. 
Secretary-treasurer Thomas 
L. Pitts says the California La­ 
bor Federation will “press, and

minimum wage and social in­ 
surance now available to oth­ 
ers. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown’s pro­ 


posal for a minimum wage of 
$1.25 an hour, scaled down by 
the assembly to 90 cents for 
farm workers, touched off one 
of the hottest battles of the 
1959 session. The bill was killed 
by a senate committee. 
Assemblyman-elect W. A. 
Hicks (D-Sacramento), a for­ 
mer union official, says he'll 
sponsor 1961 efforts to pro­ 
vide a $1.25 minimum for 
everyone. 
On the other side, the Cali­ 
fornia Farm Bureau Federation 
calls for new laws to stop juris­ 
dictional labor disputes, sec 
ondary boycotts and “hot car­ 
go” contracts. 
Dr. James T. Ralph, who be­ 
comes state director of agricul 
ture Jan. 10, suggests the AFL- 
CIO may concentrate next year 
on the hot cargo approach • 
picketing processing plants • 
instead of striking individual 
farmers.

SACRAMENTO (UPP — T h e 
chairman of a legislative study 
committee said today that “ad­ 
verse terrain” caused the state 
to build 47.6 million dollars 
worth of railroad to replace 
one worth only 16.3 million. 
“Since the money has been 
spent,” said Assemblyman Car- 
ley V. Porter, “little can be 
done now.” 
But Porter, a Compton Dem­ 
ocrat who heads the Assembly 
W ater Committee, charged that 
the state received “no bargain” 
in relocating W estern Pacific 
Railroad tracks that will be 
covered by the proposed Oro- 
ville Dam in N orthern Califor­ 
nia. 
The dam is part of the Cali­ 
fornia water program and in­ 
cluded in the 1.75-billion-dollar 
water bond issue approved by 
the voters in the November 
general election.

\REMEMBERS CIVIL WAR 
Oldest Marin Citizen 


Has 103rd Birthday 


Marin County’s oldest citizen t 
turned 103 today. 


The day was passed much 
like any other by Mrs. Augusta 
Fair in her room at Ross Gen­ 
eral Hospital, where she has 
lived for the past two years. 


Born in Pittsburgh, Pa., on 
Dec. 8. 1857, Mrs. Fair came 
to San Rafael seven years ago 
to live with her son-in-law and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Paul S. 


Marrin, at 40 Fairway Drive. 


The years in between were 
spent in Buck Creek, Ala., 
where her family moved soon 
after she was born, and Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, where she, her two 
sisters and two brothers grew 
up. 


It was when she was 20, on 
a visit to Oil City, Pa., that she 
met Henry H. Fair, a veteran 
of the Civil War and a widower 


with a 5-year-old son. 
The couple were married 
after a prayer meeting and set 
up housekeeping in the third 
house built in the town. Her 
husband had built the house on 
a prior visit to Oil City during 
an oil boom. 


The couple operated a gro­ 
cery store, her husband also 
owning a grist mill. 


In addition to her stepchild, 
whom she reared as her own. 
Mrs. Fair had two sons and two 
daughters. 


Although she has not spoken 
much of her past life in recent 
years, Mrs. Fair’s memories go 
back as far as the Civil War, 
when she recalls her father's 
steel mill in Alabama being 


burned by the retreating Con­ 
federate soldiers. 
After her husband’s death in 
1916, Mrs. Fair moved to Cali­ 
fornia, settling for a time in 
Piedmont before coming to San 
Rafael. 
Until two years ago, her 
birthday was a big event.

Junior Achievement Corporations 


Are Pint-Sized But Worthwhile 


A business organization cap­ 
italized at about $125 and em­ 
ploying a work force of per­ 
haps 20 persons may seem like 
a gimcrack operation compared 
to present day sky-high finance 
—but don’t sell it short. The 
profit it shows at the end of 
the year is beyond afty measure 
in dollars and cents. 
There are nearly 4,000 such 
pint-sized companies through­ 
out the United States. We must 
admit, however, that npne of 
them exist in Marin County— 
and that is the very reason for 
this article. 
The 
difference 
between 
these and other c o r p o r a t e 
structures is that they are man­ 
aged by youngsters from 15 to 
19 years old. They are, in fact, 
varying 
forms 
of 
what 
is 
known as the Junior Achieve 
ment Co.—run like big busi­ 
ness and dependent upon sen­ 
ior businessmen for advice. 
Object: “Learning by Doing.” 
Through the co-operation of 
s c h o o l authorities, business 
firms and executives who are 
willing to give a portion of 
their time and training, JA 
companies are organized in 
the fall of each year with as 
much seriousness of purpose 
as if their modest capital were 
followed 
by 
three 
ciphers. 
Students elect their own offi­ 
cers, decide on a product to 
manufacture or a service to 
sell, establish a working force 
and sales staff. 


THE TYPE of enterprise se­ 
lected may be anything from 
manufacturing jewelry or house 
number signs to advertising 
and banking. 
The business is capitalizec 
by selling stock at 50 cents a 
share to parents, friends, neigh­ 
bors, teachers and the general 
public. This working capital, 
as in any other business, buys 
raw materials, leases equip­ 
ment and pays other initial 
expenses. 
Wages are on a scale in keep­ 
ing with the miniature-size op­ 
eration. Each company sets up 
an 
operating 
budget, 
main­ 
tains complete records includ­ 
ing a balance sheet and profit 
and loss statement. 
It holds directors meetings 
and pays applicable taxes— 
sales, excise, local and state. 
Each company record system 
includes a special income tax 
form on which surtax payments 
are figured upon net income 
over $25 instead of the first 
$25,000 used for federal in­ 
come 
tax 
calculations. 
The 
“tax” so computed is fed into 
a fund which is used for schol­ 
arships and other activities. 


IN MAY, the companies li­ 
quidate their assets, pay all 


bills and close out the business, 
retiring the capital stock and 
raying a liquidating dividend 
if operations* have been profit­ 
able. Between 75 and 80 per 
cent of them are. 
This year, Junior Achieve­ 
ment is being promoted in San 
Francisco and on the Penin­ 
sula. Next fall it could come to 
Marin County, but there is a 
big IF.

Junior Achievement Corporations 


Are Pint-Sized But Worthwhile 


A business organization cap­ 
italized at about $125 and em­ 
ploying a work force of per­ 
haps 20 persons may seem like 
a gimcrack operation compared 
to present day sky-high finance 
—but don’t sell it short. The 
profit it shows at the end of 
the year is beyond afty measure 
in dollars and cents. 
There are nearly 4,000 such 
pint-sized companies through­ 
out the United States. We must 
admit, however, that npne of 
them exist in Marin County— 
and that is the very reason for 
this article. 
The 
difference 
between 
these and other c o r p o r a t e 
structures is that they are man­ 
aged by youngsters from 15 to 
19 years old. They are, in fact 
varying 
forms 
of 
what 
is 
known as the Junior Achieve­ 
ment Co.—run like big busi­ 
ness and dependent upon sen­ 
ior businessmen for advice. 
Object': '“Learning by Doing.” 
Through the co-operation of 
s c h o o l authorities, business 
firms and executives who are 
willing to give a portion of 
their time and training, JA 
companies are organized in 
the fall of each year with as 
much seriousness of purpose 
as if their modest capital were 
followed 
by 
three 
ciphers. 
Students elect their own offi­ 
cers, decide on a product to 
manufacture or a service to 
sell, establish a working force 
and sales staff. 


THE TYPE of enterprise se­ 
lected may be anything from 
manufacturing jewelry or house 
number signs to advertising 
and banking. 
The business is capitalized 
by selling stock at 50 cents a 
share to parents, friends, neigh­ 
bors. teachers and the general 
public. This working capital, 
as in any other business, buys 
raw materials, leases equip­ 
ment and pays other initial 
expenses. 
'Wages are on a scale in keep­ 
ing with the miniature-size op­ 
eration. Each company sets up 
an 
operating budget, 
main­ 
tains complete records includ­ 
ing a balance sheet and profit 
and loss .statement. 
It holds directors meetings 
and pays applicable taxes— 
sales, excise, local and state. 
Each company record system 
includes a special income tax 
form on which surtax payments 
are figured upon net income 
over $25 instead of the first 
$25,000 used for federal in­ 
come 
tax calculations. 
The 
"tax” so computed is fed into 
a fund which is used for schol­ 
arships and other activities. 


IN MAY, the companies li­ 
quidate their assets, pay all 


bills and close out the business, 
retiring the capital stock and 
paying a liquidating dividend 
if operations'have been profit­ 
able. Between 75 and 80 per 
cent of them are. 
This year, Junior Achieve­ 
ment is being promoted in San 
Francisco and on the Penin­ 
sula. Next fall it could come to 
Marin County, but there is a 
big IF. 
The IF involves senior in­ 


terest and help. 
Both might come, for exam­ 
ple. through service clubs and 
their ability t.o promote JA 
among business members. I 
understand that the Junior 
Achievement office *at 1212 
Market Street, San Francisco 
is willing to provide speakers 
on the subject to give complete 
information. 


GENERALLY the work of 
counseling a JA company is 
divided among three advisers 
—one for record keeping, man­ 
agement and finance; another 
for planning, manufacture and 
service. The third helps solve 


problems of sales and mar­ 
keting.

Average State 
Teacher Gets 
$37 Per Day 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) —The 
average school teacher in Cal­ 
ifornia is receiving about $37 
per day in salary. 


This was deduced from a re­ 
port of the California Teachers 
Assn., in the latest publication 
of its journal, which showed 
the average salary for teachers 
in California was $6,513 during 
the 1960-61 year. 


“Although the approximate 
average of $6,513 
represents 
one of the 
highest 
average 
teacher salaries in the United 
States, the increased amount 
that California teachers receive 
is only slightly more than the 
rise in the cost of living,” the 
CTA said. 


The CTA report showed sal­ 
ary gains of $394 a year for 
junior college instructors, for 
an average of $7,792; a gain of 
$232 for high school teachers, 
for an average of $6,940; and 
$178 for elementary teachers, 
for an average of $6,185. 


Minimum 
requirements 
of 
the department of education, in 
apportioning state 
funds for 
support of school districts, are 
for 175 days of school a year. 
Thus, the average junior col­ 
lege instructor would receive 
about $45 per day or $5.70 per 
hour. The average pay for high 
school teachers would be $39 
a day or $4.95 an hour. 
Elementary teachers, lowest 
paid of the group, would re 
ceive about $35 a day or $4.40 
an hour.

Average State 
Teacher Gets 
$37 Per Day 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) —The 
average school teacher in Cal­ 
ifornia is receiving about $37 
per day in salary. 
This was deduced from a re­ 
port of the California Teachers 
Assn., in the latest publication 
of its journal, which showed 
the average salary for teachers 
in California was $6,513 during 
the 1960-61 year. 
“Although the approximate 
average of $6,513 
represents 
one of the 
highest 
average 
teacher salaries in the United 
States, the increased amount 
that California teachers receive 
is only slightly more than the 
rise in the cost of living,” the 
CTA said. 
The CTA report showed sal­ 
ary gains of $394 a year for 
junior college instructors, for 
an average of $7,792; a gain of 
$232 for high school teachers, 
for an average of $6,940; and 
$178 for elementary teachers, 
for an average of $6,185. 
Minimum requirements of 
the department of education, in 
apportioning state 
funds for 
support of school districts, are 
for 175 days of school a year. 
Thus, the average junior col­ 
lege instructor would receive 
about $45 per day or $5.70 per 
hour. The average pay for high 
school teachers would be $39 
a day or $4.95 an hour. 
Elementary teachers, lowest 
paid of the group, would re­ 
ceive about $35 a day or $4.40 
an hour.

Hook, are charged in Gooding 
with the skying of Dr. John 
Hunt Jr., 37, a pathologist from 
Portland, Ore. 
Rut Spencer was at Raiford, 
Fla., sentenced to die for the 
murder of John T. Keen, 56. a 
Key Wefi, Fla., shipyard work­ 
er, last April 14. 
Bartolomie got into the pic­ 
ture because Spencer and Miss 
Hampton are suspected of mur­ 
dering Perry Ten Eyck. 51. of 
Whittier, near Ukiah in Aug­ 
ust, 1959. 
Bartolomie flew to Raiford 
to talk to Spencer and, on his 
return here, said Spencer told 
him of involvements in some 23 
killings around the country. 
“I’ve 
never 
heard of any­ 
thing like this guy,” Bartholo- 
mie said last night. 
“Spencer has no feeling or 
emotion for anything except a 
12year-oId boy of his back in 
Kentucky. 
“He 
readily admitted 
the 
Ten Eyck murder,” Bartolomie 


said, “and then he told me, j 
‘Bastards like me don't deserve j 
to live. 
“ ‘I hope they don’t abolish i 
the death penalty. 
“ Td just as soon die in the 
electric chair in Florida as the 
gas chamber in California ’ ” 
Bartolomie said Spencer told 
him that he and Miss Hampton 
were hitchhiking north to near­ 
by Crescent City Aug. 15. 1959. 
when Ten Eyck, a former Uni­ 
versity of California basketball j 
star, 
gave them a ride near j 
Pasadena. Ten Eyck was on his j 
i way from Whittier to Alameda j 
to visit his former wife. 


Bartolomie said Spencer and 
Miss Hampton decided to rob 
Ten Eyck and take his car. The 
big former athlete was pistol- j 
whipped to death on a lonely 
mountain road near Ukiah. 


Spencer told Bartolomie that 
| they got Ten Eyck to continue 
north past Alameda when Miss 


Haippton made sexual advanc­ 
es to him. 
Bartolomie said Miss Hamp­ 
ton met Rodger Hall a short 
time after that and, according 
to Spencer, the trio of the girl. 
Spencer and Hall killed Dr. 
Hunt on the desert near Good­ 
ing on Aug. 24. 1959. 
The trio broke up and the 
girl and Spencer went south, 
Bartolomie said.

Hall and Em­ 
mett Spencer, 29, of Sandy j 
Hook, are charged in Gooding 
with the slaying of Dr. John 
Hunt Jr., 37, a pathologist from 
Portland, Ore. 
But Spencer was at Raiford, 
Fla., sentenced to die for the 
murder of John T. Keen, 56, a 
Key We?Y, Fla., shipyard work­ 
er, last April 14. 
Rartolomie got into the pic­ 
ture because Spencer and Miss 
Hampton are suspected of mur­ 
dering Perry Ten Eyck, 51, of 
Whittier, near Ukiah in Aug­ 
ust. 1959. 
Bartolomie fiew to Raiford 
to talk to Spencer and, on his 
return here, said Spencer told 
him of involvements in some 23 
killings around the country* 
“I’ve never heard of any­ 
thing like this guy,” Bartholo- 
mie said last night. 
“Spencer has no feeling or 
emotion for anything except a 
32year*old boy of his back in 
Kentucky. 
“He readily admitted the 
Ten Eyck murder;’ Bartolomie 


said, “and then he told me, 
‘Bastards like me don’t deserve 
to live. 
I 
“ *1 hope they don’t abolish 
the death penalty. 
“ ‘I’d just as soon die in the 
electric chair in Florida as the 
gas chamber in California.’ ” 
Bartolomie said Spencer told 
him that he and Miss Hampton 
were: hitchhiking north to near­ 
by Crescent City Aug. 15. 1959, 
when Ten Eyck, a former Uni­ 
versity of California basketball 
star, gave them a ride near j 
Pasadena. Ten Eyck was on his 
way from Whittier to Alameda 
to visit his former wife. 
Bartolomie said Spencer and | 
¡ Miss Hampton decided to rob 
! Ten Eyck and take his car. The j 
| big former athlete was pistol- 
whipped to death on a lonely 
mountain road near Ukiah. 
Spencer told Bartolomie that 
| they got Ten Eyck to continue 
north past Alameda when Miss 


Haippton made sexual advanc­ 
es to him. 
Bartolomie said Miss Hamp­ 
ton met Rodger Hall a short 
time after that and, according 
to Spencer, the trio of the girl, 
Spencer and Hall killed Dr. 
Hunt on the desert near Good­ 
ing on Aug. 24, 1959. 
The trio broke up and the 
girl and Spencer went south, 
Bartolomie said.

How' come? That sector is 
more or less protected from 
the wind; the herring are still 
infesting those waters; the in­ 
coming tides push back the 
dirty water; and because the 
area is teeming with herring- 
eating stripers.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
More Contests Needed In 
School Trustee Elections 


A total of 75 school trustee terms 
will expire next year. And the election 
to choose new trustees, or reelect the 
old ones, will be held next April 18. The 
election date is the same in all 28 of 
Marin’s school districts. 


If history repeats itself — and we 
fervently but rather forlornly hope it 
doesn't — there will not be anything 
very interesting about these elections. 
In many districts the incumbents will 
succeed themselves without opposition 
and with almost no public discussion of 
school problems. 
In other districts, where an incum­ 
bent doesn’t want to seek office for 
another term, it will be difficult to find 
anybody willing to succeed the retiring 
incumbent. But a person will be found; 
he’ll run without opposition and with 
little or no public discussion of school 
problems. 
In some districts there will be more 
than one candidate seeking a given seat, 
but it will NOT be a contest in the ordi­ 
nary sense of the word as applied to 
election campaigns. 
That is, neither 
candidate will campaign actively; school 
problems and varying viewpoints will 
not be publicly debated. 
What does all this add up to? 
It adds up to a missed boat. The 


value of periodic elections in these Unit­ 
ed States is they place issues before the 
public for decision. In the discussion 
and debate of the issues, the public be­ 
comes better informed. 
If the public isn’t very well informed 
on school problems— and we have heard 
educators lament this as a fact — one 
reason is that we ordinarily do not have 
active campaigns for school trustee jobs. 


As we say, we fervently hope that 
history doesn’t repeat again this com­ 
ing year. We hope that people with 
a serious concern for education prob­ 
lems become candidates. (All they 
have to do is fill out a declaration 
form now at the county school super­ 
intendent’s office.) 


We hope that they are active candi­ 
dates who state their positions on edu­ 
cation questions before us. We hope 
they face opposing candidates with op­ 
posite views who are equally vigorous 
in speaking out for what they believe. 
The result cannot help but be a bet­ 
ter informed public and better schools. 
A candidate doesn’t necessarily 
have to win an election to perform a 
valuable public service. Just debat­ 
ing the issues performs a service. 
Our hope may prove forlorn, but it 
is nonetheless fervent.

IN OIR SHORT visit to 
Brazil I often found myself 
having to explain why I had 
never been to South America 
before and why it was that I 
had come now.

The theme 
of the drama was how the 
Latin American nations would 
rise out of their colonial past 
into the modern age. 
There is no better place to 
observe this drama than in 
Brazil, and having only a lim­ 
ited time to travel we spent 
it all in four Brazilian cities— 
in the new capital of Brasilia, 
and in the ancient Portuguese 
colonial capital of Bahia, in 
Rio de Janeiro, and in the 
great industrial center of Sao 
Paulo. What happens in Bra­ 
zil, infinitely more than what 
happens in Cuba or Guate­ 
mala, is likely to be decisive 
for Latin America. For the 
territory of Brazil is as big as 
all the rest of Latin America, 
and there probably are at 
least as many, perhaps more, 
people who speak Portuguese 
as speak Spanish. 


THE MAIN REASON why 
what happens in Brazil is 
likely to be decisive is that 
although Brazil is an “under 
developed country,” it is far 


from being a primitive and 
backward country. Though it 
has great social problems of 
poverty, disease, illiteracy^ It 
has also an impressive capac­ 
ity to govern itself, a core of 
cultivated and confident lead­ 
ers, and a capacity to learn 
the modern technologies. I 
had no feeling in Brazil, as I 
have had in certain countries 
in other parts of the world, 
that the problem was insol­ 
uble within the existing order 
of things. There could be fail­ 
ure and catastrophe in Brazil. 
But there is no reason why 
there should be. The essential 
human and natural resources, 
the social tradition and the 
social order are favorable to 
success. 
The revolution of which 
Castro is a symptom exists 
under the surface in Brazil as 
it does everywhere in this 
hemisphere. But it is far un­ 
der the surface. It is kept far 
under the surface because un­ 
der both President Kubitchek 
and his successor, Janio Quad- 
ros, there exists a very strong 
sense of national and social 
purpose. Although Brazil is a 
very free country with free 
elections and a high level of 
human tolerance, the Brazil­ 
ians are strongly led. They

But I came to see that this 
was a superficial first impres­ 
sion. Although I did not have 
a chance to talk with the 
President-elect, who was in 
London, I did see men close 
to him who had worked with 
him and knew him well. The 
truth. I venture to think, is 
that the Brazilian government 
is quite well aware of the 
situation of the dollar, and of 
the political consequences in 
the relative power and posi­ 
tion of Europe and North 
America. I believe that they 
are adjusting themselves to 
this new international situa­ 
tion. and that the problem of 
Brazilian-American 
relations 
is wrapped up within this 
adaptation. That is to say, 
what they will expect of us 
is help in achieving the take­ 
off but the help they will ex­ 
pect will not involve deeply 
the international monetary ex­ 
changes. 
To plan and organize this 
kind of help will require in­ 
genuity and resourcefulness, 
qualities that have been not­ 
ably lacking in recent years, 
and they may require minor 
changes in our laws. In one 
way or another we shall have 
to give aid by sending wheat 
and oil and coal, of which we 
have a surplus and they have 
a deficit, and we shall have to 
assist them in funding their 
external debts. 


GRADUALLY, I BEGAN to 
see what has gone wrong in 
our relations with Brazil. In­ 
attention and mediocrity and 
lack of understanding are the 
causes of the trouble. The rul­ 
ers and leaders of Brazil feel 
that since the death of Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt there has been 
nobody for them to talk to 
who had power and who cared 
about them. Since his death 
they have had no access to 
the key people in this coun­ 
try and they have not had 
contact with the best minds 
devoted to political and finan­ 
cial international affairs. The 
deterioration b e g a n under 
President Truman, and the 
story is generally believed 
that Secretary Acheson told a 
leading Latin American diplo­ 
mat that he was not interested 
in South America, and that 
the Latin Americans could 
talk to one of his subordi­ 
nates.

WHAT ABOUT THEIR for­ 
eign policy? I must warn the 
reader that what I have to 
say here is based not on in­ 
formation but on inference. 
For what it may be worth, I 
believe 
that 
the 
Brazilian 
leaders know that the post­ 
war period has ended, that 
the kind of action represented 
by the Marshall Plan is no 
longer possible. But they need 
capital from abroad, and io 
get it they will have to go to 
the 
unsentimental 
capital 
markets of the world, and 
they will have to become 
eligible for loans by playing 
according to the more ortho­ 
dox rules of the game.# 
To do this they will have 
to take measures at home to 
eliminate the more obvious 
forms of unproductive spend­ 
ing—principally the subsidies 
to keep down the cost of liv­ 
ing. These measures will, of 
course, be unpopular. Unless 
all the signs fail, the new 
Quadros administration will 
be determined to make it per­ 
fectly clear that its financial 
orthodoxy is not directed by 
the United States. For that 
reason, and also for other rea­ 
sons, we should not be sur­ 
prised to see the government 
strike out rather boldly and 
spectacularly away from the 
established 
line 
of

States foreign policy. Almost 
certainly the Quadros admin­ 
istration will recognize the So­ 
viet Union and probably also 
Red China. It may well align 
itself frequently in the United 
Nations and elsewhere with 
countries like India, Egypt, 
and Yugoslavia. 
If this happens, it will be 
no reason for going into hys­ 
terics. Brazil will remain our 
friend, bound to us by long 
tradition, by economic and 
strategic ties, The new Quad­ 
ros 
administration 
derives 


from the state of Sao Paulo 
which is the greatest indus­ 
trial complex and the largest 
monument to free enterprise 
in South America. Quadros 
has been elected President 
because he has done such 
great things in Sao Paulo and, 
whether or not he recognizes 
Peiping or works with the 
neutralists, he has had and 
will have the support, not only 
of large masses of the people 
but, of the financial and in­ 
dustrial communities of Bra­ 
zil. 
Under him Brazil with its 
own energy and purpose, and 
with our understanding and 
aid, can and should acquire 
the momentum to achieve the 
take-off towards economic in­ 
dependence.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
More Contests Needed In 
School Trustee Elections 


A total of 75 school trustee terms 
will expire next year. And the election 
to choose new trustees, or reelect the 
old ones, will be held next April 18. The 
election date is the same in all 28 of 
Marin’s school districts. 


If history repeats itself — and we 
fervently but rather forlornly hope it 
doesn’t — there will not be anything 
very interesting about these elections. 
In many districts the incumbents will 
succeed themselves without opposition 
and with almost no public discussion of 
school problems. 
In other districts, where an incum­ 
bent doesn’t want to seek office for 
another term, it will be difficult to find 
anybody willing to succeed the retiring 
incumbent. But a person will be found; 
he’ll run without opposition and with 
little or no public discussion of school 
problems. 
In some districts there will be more 
than one candidate seeking a given seat, 
but it will NOT be a contest in the ordi­ 
nary sense of the word as applied to 
election campaigns.

What does all this add up to? 
It adds up to a missed boat. The 


value of periodic elections in these Unit­ 
ed States is they place issues before the 
public for decision.

If the public isn’t very well informed 
on school problems— and we have heard 
educators lament this as a fact — one 
reason is that we ordinarily do not have 
active campaigns for school trustee jobs.

The 
deterioration b e g a n under 
President Truman, and the 
story is generally believed 
that Secretary Acheson told a 
leading Latin American diplo­ 
mat that he was not interested 
in South America, and that 
the Latin Americans could 
talk to one of his subordi­ 
nates. 
Whether the story is true 
or false, what fc signifies is 


the nub of the matter. It is 
generally believed in Brazil 
that when President Kubit­ 
chek v i s i t e d Washington, 
President Eisenhower went 
th.roug.lf the ceremonies for 
him but told him. to talk about 
business to subordinate offi­ 
cials. 
When the Brazilians have 
come in contact with the sec­ 
ond and third level,They 
found, so they say, that wheth­ 
er under order from above or 
by their own preconception 
these officials did not under­ 
stand or sympathize with the 
problems of an under-devel­ 
oped country. 


WHAT KIND OF under­ 
standing have the Brazilians 
not found in Washington dur­ 
ing the past ten years? The 
point is crucial but it is com­ 
plex, and I am compelled to 
simplify, 
perhaps 
to over­ 
simplify. In Washington, the 
Brazilians say, they have been 
confronted with men. in the 
'Treasury, the State Depart­ 
ment, and the World Bank 
who have looked upon the 
Brazilian 
inflation 
through 
the eyes of the classical econ­ 
omists of a highly developed 
country like the United States 
or Great Birtain. That is to 
say, they have thought that 
inflation meant that produc­ 
tion was at a maximum and. 
'that, the government and, the 
people were trying to buy 
more goods than existed. The 
remedy for inflation in the 
classical economics of advanc­ 
ed countries is to spend less 
and to save more. 
This may be true for the 
United States, say the Brazil­ 
ians, but it is not true for 
Brazil. There is inflation in 
Brazil although there is much 
unemployment and there is 
no full use of the productive 
resources. Inflation occurs be­ 
cause 
the 
e c o n o m y 
is 
strangled by its own back­ 
wardness. by the lack of elec­ 
tric power and of fuel, of 
roads and transportation, of 
education, of public health— 
of those underlying facilities 
which are essential to the ex­ 
pansion of a free industrial 
economy. *A country in Bra­ 
zil’s stage of development can­ 
not cure inflation by retrench­ 
ment alone, however desirable 
and necessary' it is to do away

with the marinal waste and 
corruption. In order to make 
its economy work, it must 
build w'hat the Brazilians like 
to call the infrastructure— 
that is to say the public facili­ 
ties without which a free 
economy cannot exist and ex­ 
pand. 
The Brazilians believe that 
Sen. Kennedy and his eco­ 
nomic 
advisors 
understand 
what the conservative Eisen­ 
hower economists do not un­ 
derstand—the role of the pub­ 
lic sector in a free economy. 
They expect under the new 
administration to meet much, 
more sophisticated men when 
they come to Washington. 
I do not think that they 
think a Kennedy administra­ 
tion can or will or should pay 
their international deficits. On 
the contrary, there is a deep 
moral revulsion against finan­ 
cial dependence on the Unit­ 
ed States, and the reasons for 
this arise not from, their be­ 
ing anti-American but from 
their own growing sense of 
self-respect. They are within 
sight of economic independ­ 
ence, and more and more they 
feel and act like an inde­ 
pendent nation. 


WHAT ABOUT THEIR for­ 
eign- policy? I must warn the 
reader that what I have to 
say here is based not on in­ 
formation but on inference. 
For what it may be worth, I 
believe 
that 
the 
Brazilian 
leaders know that the post­ 
war period has ended, that 
the kind of action represented 
by the Marshall Plan is no 
longer possible. But they need 
capital from abroad, and to 
get it they will have to go to 
the 
unsentimental 
capital 
markets of the world, and. 
they will have to become 
eligible for loans by playing 
according to the more ortho­ 
dox rules of the game* 
To do this they will have 
to take measures at home to 
eliminate the more obvious 
forms of unproductive spend­ 
ing—principally the subsidies 
to keep down the cost of liv­ 
ing. These measures will, of 
course, be unpopular. Unless 
all the signs fail, the new 
Quadros administration will 
be determined to make it per­ 
fectly clear that its financial 
orthodoxy is not directed by 
the United States. For that 
reason, and also for other rea­ 
sons, we should not be sur­ 
prised to see the government 
strike out rather boldly and 
spectacularly away from the 
established 
line of United 
States foreign policy. Almost 
certainly the Quadros admin­ 
istration will recognize the So­ 
viet Union and probably also 
Red China. It may well align 
itself frequently in the United 
Nations and elsewhere with 
countries like India, Egypt, 
and Yugoslavia. 
If this happens, it will be 
no reason for going into hys­ 
terics. Brazil will remain our 
friend, bound to us by long 
tradition, by economic and 
strategic ties The new Quad­ 
ros 
administration 
derives 


from the state of Sao Paulo 
w?hich is the greatest indus­ 
trial complex and the largest 
monument to free enterprise 
in South America. Quadros 
has been elected President 
because he has done such 
great things in Sao Paulo and, 
whether or not he recognizes 
Peiping or works with the 
neutralists, he has had and 
will have the support, not only 
of large masses of the people 
but, of the financial and in­ 
dustrial communities of Bra­ 
zil. 
Under him Brazil with its 
own. energy and purpose, and 
with our understanding and 
aid, can and should acquire 
the momentum to achieve the 
take-off towards economic in­ 
dependence.

RIGHT TO WORK QUESTfOH------- 
Will JFK And LBJ Honor 
Platform Or Byrd Pledge?

WASHINGTON ÍUPD—An in­ 
cident on the Potomac! 


DID SENS. JOHN F. Ken­ 
nedy and Lyndon B. Johnson 
offer to bargain away a prin­ 
cipal labor plank of the Demo­ 
cratic presidential platform 
in exchange for the support 
of Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D-Va. 
for their presidential and vice 
presidential candidacies? 
The answer to that astonish­ 
ing question is: Yes, Sens. 
Kennedy and Johnson did just 
that. The sequence of events 
was like this: 
The I960 Democratic plat­ 
form 'Contained this pledge: 
“We will repeal the auth­ 
orization for ‘right to work’ 
law's’.” 
Virginia has such a law 
barring the closed shop, en­ 
acted by the state under pro­ 
tection of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. Byrd denounced this plat­ 
form promise to repeal the 
section of the Taft-Hartley 
Act which enabled Virginia 
to act. This was the first indi­ 
cation that Byrd would not 
endorse the Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket. This indicator proved 
to be 100 per cent accurate.

him in his Capitol Hill office. 
The nominees were accoflt* 
panied by Sen. George AT 
Sm at hers, D-Fla. 


These three visitors were 
painfully aware of Byrd’s dis­ 
trust of numerous provisions 
of the Democratic platform 
and, especially, of his public 
protest on the issue of right- 
to-work. So, there wras a dis­ 
cussion of the platform dur­ 
ing which Byrd emphasized 
his sense of outrage, notably 
on the closed shop issue. 
Kennedy then told Byrd 
that he had no idea of acting 
to repeal right-to-work laws. 
Johnson concurred. 


THIS INCIDENT on the Pc* 
tomac raises, of course, some 
questions. One of them is: 
Did Kennedy and Johnson 
mean it wrhen their endorse­ 
ment of the Democratic plat­ 
form covered it wholly from 
the first word through the last 
or, did they mean what they 
said to Byrd? 
The answer to that ques­ 
tion will come when the new 
Congress is in session. Organ­ 
ized labor went all out for 
the election of the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket. Big labor be­ 
lieves with considerable jus­ 
tice that Kennedy and John­ 
son could not have been elect­ 
ed without its help. There will 
be an effort by labor’s repre­ 
sentatives in Congress to kill 
off at the source all state 
right-to-work laws. 
That would be by amend­ 
ing the Taft-Hartley Act to 
withdraw the authority under 
which the state laws have 
been enacted. To this amend­ 
ment there will be great op­ 
position. Big labor will ex­ 
pect Kennedy and Johnson to 
help them overcome that op­ 
position. And at that point,) 
the showdown will come.

YOSEMITE N A T I O N A L 
PARK LT'—“How in the world,” 
asked a trainee who had just 
completed a rigorous 12-week 
course for young national park 
rangers, “did you know how 
to handle ail the situations 
which confronted 
us before 
there was a school?” 


“Sometimes I wonder,” says 
Frank Kowski. He is headmas­ 
ter of a school that puts first 
year rangers from everywhere 
in the United States through all 
types of simulated emergency, 
and every category of service 
demanded by millions of park 
visitors. 
Since the National Parks 
Service was created 85 years 
ago it has attracted dedicat­ 


ed young men who are ac­ 
cepted only after thorough 
'exploration of their back­ 
ground in outdoor crafts and 
ability to get along well with 
people. 


Even so, it became apparent 
that as the thousands of visi­ 
tors burgeoned into millions, 
and the simple demands of 
early camp life in secluded 
areas grew more varied and 
complicated, something more 
than the right man with the 
right background was required. 
The complexities of ranger 
duties 
demanded 
specialized 
training 
in 
arts, 
sciences, 
trades and skills. It no longer 
was practical to throw the new­ 
comer entirely at the mercy of 
on-the-job training; nor was it 


fair to entrust the lives and 
welfare of visitors to novices. 


Trainees emerge from their 
school in Yosemite National 
Park as “90 day wonders.” They 
have learned in classrooms and 
demonstrations how to greet 
foreign dignitaries; splint brok­ 
en legs; haul an injured or sick 
visitor over a rugged back 
country trail to a hospital and 
treat him en route; shoot quick- 
ly and accurately if the sudden 
appearance of an outlaw or a 
wild animal demands; 
fight 
fires in forest or structures; en­ 
tertain and instruct campifre 
gatherings; govern an isolated 
settlement. 
It is a gruelling period of 
training, suited only to those 
already well qualified 
for 


their work. 
Conrad Wirth, 
director 
of 
the 
National 
Parks Service, says it already 
has proved invaluable as a 
parallel undertaking with the 
Mission 66 program of physi­ 
cal 
improvement, 
develop­ 
ment, acquisition, protection 
and construction. 
The 800-million-dollar Mis­ 
sion 66 program and the ranger 
schooling, hand-in-hand, are ex­ 
pected to establish the national 
parks as permanent attractions 
that will not deteriorate with 
increasing patronage. 
“Few park rangers leave the 
service,” says Kowski,“although 
their selection and training has 
been such that they often re­ 
ceive offers in private industry 
that are far more attractive fi­ 
nancially. You will not find a 
higher morale or a greater 
pride in work anywhere.” 
In the ranger school two 
weeks are devoted to public 
service. The trainee learns the 
parks belong to the visitor — 


never called a tourist. 
i 
Finding lost persons and 
treating their injuries takes 
classmen over the crags and 
granite gorges of Y’osemite. 
Interpreting the history of 
the park in lectures and in 
answers to endless questions 
is treated as an art. 
The flora and fauna of the 
area must be explained, where 
desired, and visitors invariably 
want also to know the geology 
—what made the country the 
way it is. 
While catering to these end­ 
less demands, the ranger does 
not lose sight of his duty as a 
conservationist. All that his is 
showing must be preserved for 
others in this and in future 
years. As many as 30,000 visi­ 
tors may go through an area 
like Yosemite Valley in a single 
weekend. To preserve the nat­ 
ural 
attractions 
under 
such 
pressures of human visitation 
is not easy. 
From running bloodhounds 


after lost children, explain­ 
ing the flowers and water­ 
falls, telling campers where 
they may and may not pitch 
tents, the trainee ends his 
classroom days on a prosaic 
theme: 
He is shown that national 
parks, like private business, op­ 
erate on budgets. 
Successful 
rangers perform their duties 
within 
prescribed 
economic 
limits; then, after several years 
and work in a dozen or more 
parks they become supervisor­ 
ial officials. In Kowski’s words, 
“They know the score.”

asked a trainee who had just 
com pleted a rigorous 12-week 
course for young national park 
rangers, “ did you know how- 
to handle ail the 
situations 
which 
confronted 
us 
before 
there was a school?” 


“ Sometimes I wonder,” says 
Frank Kowski. He is headm as­ 
ter of a school that puts first 
year rangers from everyw here 
in the U nited States through all 
types of sim ulated em ergency, 
and every category of service 
dem anded by millions of park 
visitors. 
Since the National Parks 
Service was created 85 years 
ago it has attracted dedicat­ 


ed young men who are ac­ 
cepted only after thorough 
"exploration 
of their back­ 
ground in outdoor crafts and 
ability to get along well with 
people. 


Even so, it became apparent 
that as the thousands of visi­ 
tors burgeoned into millions, 
and the simple dem ands of 
early cam p life in secluded 
areas grew more varied and 
com plicated, som ething more 
than the right man with the 
right background was required. 
The com plexities of ranger 
duties 
dem anded 
specialized 
training 
in 
arts, 
sciences, 
trades and skills. It no longer 
was practical to throw the new­ 
com er entirely at the mercy of 
on-the-job training; nor was it 


fair to en tru st the lives and 
welfare of visitors to novices. 


T rainees em erge from their 
school in Yosem ite National 
Park as “90 day w onders.” They 
have learned in classroom s and 
dem onstrations how to greet 
foreign dignitaries; splint brok­ 
en legs; haul an in ju red or sick 
visitor over 
a 
rugged back 
country trail to a hospital and 
treat him en route; shoot quick, 
ly and accurately if th e sudden 
appearance of an outlaw or a 
wild anim al dem ands; 
fight 
fires in forest or structures; en­ 
tertain and instruct campifre 
gatherings; govern an isolated 
settlem ent. 
It Is a gruelling period of 
training, suited only to those 
already well qualified 
for 


their work. 
Conrad Wirth, 
director 
of 
the 
National 
Parks Service, says it already 
has proved invaluable as a 
parallel undertaking with the 
Mission 66 program of physi­ 
cal 
im provem ent, 
develop­ 
m ent, acquisition, protection 
and construction. 
The 
800-million-dollar Mis­ 
sion 66 program and the ranger 
schooling, hand-in-hand, are ex­ 
pected to establish the national 
parks as perm anent attractions 
that will not deteriorate with 
increasing patronage. 
“Few park rangers leave the 
service,” says Kowski,“although 
their selection and training has 
been such that they often re ­ 
ceive offers in private industry 
that are far m ore attractive fi­ 
nancially. You will not find a 
higher morale or a greater 
pride in work anyw here.” 
In the ranger school two 
weeks are devoted to public 
service. The trainee learns the 
parks belong to the visitor — 


never called a tourist. 
Finding lost persons and 
treating their injuries takes 
classmen over the crags and 
granite gorges of Yosemite. 
Interpreting the history of 
the park in lectures and in 
answ ers to endless questions 
is treated as an art. 
The flora and fauna of the 
area m ust be explained, where 
desired, and visitors invariably 
w ant also to know the geology 
— what made the country the 
way it is. 
W hile catering to these end­ 
less demands, the ranger does 
not lose sight of his duty as a 
conservationist. All that his is 
showing m ust be preserved for 
others in this and in future 
years. As m any as 30,000 visi­ 
tors may go through an area 
like Yosemite Valley in a single 
weekend. To preserve the n at­ 
ural 
attractions 
under such 
pressures of hum an visitation 
is not easy. 
From running bloodhounds 


after lost children, explain­ 
ing the flowers and water­ 
falls, telling campers where 
they may and may not pitch 
tents, the trainee ends his 
classroom days on a prosaic 
theme: 
He is shown th at national 
parks, like private business, op­ 
erate on budgets. 
Successful 
rangers perform th eir duties 
w ithin 
prescribed 
economic 
lim its; then, after several years 
and work in a dozen or more 
parks they become supervisor­ 
ial officials. In Kowski’s words, 
“They know the score.”
